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( 'onlinuution of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allow ance because: Applicants argue on pages 2-3 of the remarks dated October 4, 
2001 that Brodsky does not teach "speaking the vocabulary data to a speech recognition system in an automated manner so as to expand the vocabulary 
database", however, Brodsky was not used to teach such limitation, rather luycheriah. Applicants argue pages 3-4 and 6-9 that automating manual 
activities as presented in the ( MTice action dated December 22. 2010, would be laborious and time consuming. However, the Office action dated 
December 22, 2010 was a combination of references in which the combination was withdrawn, so Applicants arguments are moot based in view of the 
new grounds of rejection. On page 5 of the remarks, Applicants argue that Brodsky does not disclose providing an audio module with vocabulary data in 
a telecommunication network, since Brodsky is not an audio module and is incapable of speaking vocabulary data. However, according to the primary 
reference luycheriah. the environment is already set. That is. Ittycheriah is set to provide an audio module with vocabulary data (column 3. line 35 - 
column 4, line 14 with column 5, lines 20-54 and column 6. lines 40-42). wherein inputting the new words into the vocabulary expansion facility can be 
performed using a speech recognition engine. The secondary reference. Brodsky was used to supplement the missing portion that vocabulary data can be 
streamed using a telecommunications network (abtract with column 3, line 52 - column 4, line 66). What Applicant seems to be doing is making 
Brodsky the primary reference. Therefore. Applicants arguments have been considered, but are not persuasive.
